“Refugees are sleeping on the 
porches of the Church, under the portais and in the garden. 
It rains at least one hour a day. Men, women and children 
huddle in whatever cover they can find until the rain passes. 
In the evening they say their prayers together and sing 
songs for an hour or two, while kneeling before the Church 
after the doors are closed.

The scene on this stamp was 
copied from a painting by R. Bal- 
oca. The original was last known to 
be in Madrid, Spain. 

30c. R. Maso captured that His- 
toric moment at the Monastery of 
La Rabida when Columbus made a 
full disclosure to Father Juan 
Perez and other Franciscan Friars 
of his idea. Through the efforts of 
Father Perez, a new hearing was 
granted Columbus, resulting in 
success. Father Perez later accom- 
panied Columbus on his second 
voyage, becoming the first Chris- 
tian missionary to set foot in the 
new world. The Maso painting is 
shown on this stamp. 

50c. This stamp reproduces a 
painting by the American artist, 
Augustus G. Heaton, in the capi‘ol, 
Washington, D.C.

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stamp is from the painting by 
Munoz Degrain, in the Hall of Leg- 
islature, Madrid, Spain.

A com- 
parison between the original and 
the stamp would indicate that the 
last figure at either end of the 
stamp were added by postal De- 
partment artists, since they do not 
apear on the original painting.

réalities of the case. There are 
neither sufficient priests nor 
sufficient hours in the day for 
the private instruction of more 
than a micrescopic fraction of 
the mounting millions of 
churchless people.

It is the great merit of the 
Crusade for Souls that it estab- 
lishes a well-publicized and a 
well-attended Information For- 
um in each parish.

Here is where our laity come in. 
They are enlisted to use their nu- 
merous contacts with non-church- 
going people to recruit attendance. 
In addition, they call at scores of 
homes to discover families with no 
church affiliations and to invite 
them to such lectures. Wherever 
possible, they offer to call for 
them to bring them to the forum 
and to remain with them for as 
many lectures as necessary to en- 
able them to feel at ease. pik 

The Crusade for Souls does not 
permit the passing up of homes on 
the mere guess that the occupants 
may not be interested. It asks 
that such families be given the 


to private instructions, | 


benefit of the doubt. A canvasser 
can never really be sure of the 
prospect’s interest until he has 
resented the invitation in a gra- 
cious and kindly manner. 

“I’ve requested our canvassers,” 
remarked Bishop Russell of Char- 
leston, “not to operate on the ‘pick 


and choose’ method. That makes 
for careless and inefficiency. Pret- 
ty soon, they would be saying at 
virtually every home they come to, 
‘I don’t think this family is inter- 
ested,’ and the campaign would 
be doomed in advance. The only 
safe procedure is to knock at every 
door and give each family the op- 
portunity to express its interests 


/one way or the other.” 
‘I’m Interested’ 


The Bishop’s point was borne 
out. by the experience of the can- 
vassers in the San Diego Crusade. 
A campaigner in Palm Springs 
reported calling at a home only to 
be told by the lady opening the 
door, “No one here is interested in 
such lectures.” Just then a voice 
from back in the hall called out, 
“Wait a moment, I’m interested in 
learning more about the Catholic 
religion.” Then an elderly lady 
appeared. 

“Why, mother,” said the daugh- 
ter, “I didn’t know you had any 
such interest.” 

“Yes,” replied the mother, “I've 
been thinking about it a long time, 
and this is just the opportunity 
I've been looking for. You can 
count on me to be present at the 
lectures.” Three months later she 
was received into the fold. 

Wherever the Inquiry Class, 
backed by the recruiting zeal of 
the organized laity, has replaced 
the old method of waiting for a 
casual inquirer to screw up 
enough courage to ring the rectory 
doorbell and ask for instructions, 
the annual number of converts has 
increased by leaps and bounds. At 
the Gesu Church in Milwaukee it 
jumped almost immediately from 
40 to 155. It has enabled the Ca- 
thedral of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion in Denver to average more 
than 100 a year. 

Through the systematic use of 
the Inquiry Forum the Franciscans 
at Corpus Christi parish in Chicago 
pass the 300 mark each year. It 
was the means used by Monsignor 
W. J. McCann and his assistants 
at St. Charles Borromeo and the 
subsidiary Church of St. Gertrude 
in New York's Harlem district to 
average 440 converts for 16 con- 
secutive years. It enables virtual- 
ly every parish to double or triple 
its converts. 

While all Catholics can partici- 
pate effectively in the recruiting, 
converts are especially helpful. 
They have more than the average 
number of friends among outsiders 
and they have a better understand- 
ing of the non-Catholic mind. 
Hence converts should be enlisted 
in the recruiting and they should 
be requested to accompany ll 
their prospects to the lectures. 

Immediately upon the reception 
of a class of converts, they should 
automatically become members of 
the Convert’s Club. This Club 
should meet monthly to hear spe- 
cial lectures designed to deepen 
their understanding of the faith 
and its numerous devotions and to 
integrate them more a 
into the life of the parish. =§ 
parish clubs of converts would do 


well to affiliate with the nationali~ ~

left New York for Singapore on an uncomfortably hot af- 
ternoon in early July.

ERE are some questions about |‘ 
St. Mary Goretti which I have | 
been answering all along in the 
mail. but which 1 think are of | 


general interest. 


Q. St. Mary Goretti was canon- 
ized because she died to iefend 
ber purity. If you read the daily 
papers, you'll see that the same 
thing has happened te girls to- 
day. What was so unusual about 
St. Mary Goretti? 

A The actual death of St. Mary 


Goretti defending her purity was! 
not the thing which made her} 


2 saint. She was a saint before | 
thet. Therefore it is clear that 
when she did sacrifice her life. she | 
did it for the love of God and a) 
fear of mortal sin. Almost Ler last 
words were,

But then there are still other | 
circumstances which emphasize 
that her death was the climax of 
a saintly life. Unlike many girls 
who get into trouble today, she 
did not flirt with sin or the occa- 
sion of sin.

— she had a reputation for 
nocence among all her neighbors 
$0 > much so that they began to pray 
to her almost immediately after 
her death. Finally, there were def- 
inite miracles worked through 
prayer to her. All of this demon-

vent Ember days and Christmas 
Eve. 

Advent in the eyes of the world 
is an undetermined period of time 
beginning no later than the day 
after Halloween and running up 
until closing time for the stores 
on Christmas Eve; a time for build- 
ing up the “Christmas-buying- 
spirit” so that more people will 
buy more expensive gifts for more 
of their relatives and friends than 
they ever bought before so that 
more merchants will make more 
money than they ever made be- 
fore. This is externally manifest- 
ed through: 

Christmas decorations, which are 
put up in the stores as soon as the 
Halloween’ decorations will no 
longer sell Halloween articles. — 

Christmas carols are ge in 
the stores, on radio and on tele 
vision early in November in order 
to make more people get the 
“Christmas-buying-spirit.” 

Christmas trees are offered for 
sale before the end of November 
with the admonition “Buy your 
tree early so that you can get your 
choice of the best” with the secret 
hope that early putting up of 
Christmas trees in the homes will 
give more families the “Christmas- 
buying-spirit.” 

Santa Claus, Rudolf the Red- 
nosed Reindeer, and Mr. Bingle 
make their all important arrival 
early in November. Their value 


in increasing the Christmas-buying- | 


spirit is not to be underestimated. 
They are put into every showcase, 
haunt the toy departments of all 
the stores, are given a big place 
in radio and television in order to 
guarantee that the kids get the 
Christmas-buying-spirit. ae 

With the approach of Christmas, 
outdoor Christmas carol singing Is 
widely encouraged. 

Christmas parties are staged in 
the weeks before Christmas and 
especially on Christmas Eve. The 
excitement will stimulate last-min- 
ute buying and will keep even the 
employees in the Christmas-buying- 

irit.

Business Is Not At Fault! 


| 


At this point, we should hasten 


(to make. it abundantly clear that 
/we have no axe to grind against 
| business men. As business men, 
| they know that it pays to adver- 
tise, and they also know that the 
|early bird gets the worm. Where- 
| upon they are not to be blamed if, 
| in order to promote sales, they play 
up Christmas, and particularly if 
| they begin to do so far in advance 
of the actual feast. Let 


‘clearly understood then that we'| 


\have no quarrel with merchants. 
They are not the ones at fault. 


But we do have quarrel with 
those who adopt the practice of 
merchants as a basis for their ob- 
servance of the feast of Christ's 
birth. And what is particularly re- 
grettable is that such a large 
number of Catholics of all posi- 
tions unwittingly do precisely that 
very thing. Instead of observing 
Advent according to the Liturgy of 
the Church—which adapts the 
Christ life to one’s life—they un- 
knowingly drop that in favor of 
following the “liturgy” of adver- 
tising and commercialism—a “‘lit- 
urgy” whose aim is certainly re- 
mote from the building up of any- 
thing except larger and larger 
bank accounts. 

Lest the writer be accused of be- 
ing nebulous or of failing to be 
specific, the following paragraphs 
will indicate a few of the ways in 
which the wrong “liturgy” is be- 
ing followed by many Catholics of 
all positions. 

ey put up Christmas trees and 
decorations in their homes and 
schools two or three weeks before 
Christ is actually to come. They 
thus forget that Advent is a time 
of vg tg and penance and instead 
make it a time of celebration and 
feasting. 

They sing joyous Christmas 
carols in their homes and schools 
all during the last weeks of Ad- 
vent; when in reality they should 
be joining in the meaningful Ad- 
| vent songs of the Church. Christ- 
mas carols are as out of place 
during Advent as the Alleluia 
Chorus would be out of place on 
Good Friday. 

In the week before Christmas 
they stage Christmas parties at 
home, in the office, and at schoo] 
featuring Santa Claus, Mr. Bingle, 
Rudolf the Red-nosed Reindeer 
and also the Christmas Crib (com- 
plete with the prematurely-born 
Christ). 

They are so weary of Christmas 
that they cannot wait for Decem- 
ber 26th in order to throw out the 
tree which has lost all its greenness 
and looks more like a symbol of 
death rather than of life.

Wreath for each home and class- 
room. Help the children to make 
their Wreath to bring to their own 
homes. Give them explanatory 
leaflets to bring to their parents. 

2. Make use of the many easy 
Advent hymns available. Sing 
them all during Advent. Positively 
rule out all singing of Christmas 
carols in school before Christmas 
and show the children the reason- 
ableness oi this position. 

. Put Advent mottos on bul- 
letin-boards and on the black- 
boards in Class-rooms. The Advent 
Masses and songs of the Church 
provide a wealth of information in 
this regard. 

4 We hold no animus against 
Santa Claus! However, it should be 
remembered that his feast day is 
on December 6th, Feast of St. 
Nicholas, whereas December 25th 
is the feast of the Christ-child. If 
sufficient stress would be placed 
on the observance of St. Nicholas’ 
feast on December 6th, more im- 
portance would thereby be given 
to Christ’s birthday on December 


th. 

5. Allow no Christmas decora- 
tions in school prior to Christmas. 
This also applies to the customary 
Santa Claus parties which are com- 
pletely out of place in the peni- 
tential season of Advent. 

| 6. Gift giving at Christmas time 
jis a good thing! But its real mean- 
ing is lost unless it is supernat- 
‘uralized. In giving gifts, we imi- 
tate St. Nicholas who gave to help 
others in need. In giving gifts, we 
imitate Christ Who gave the great- 
est gift of all, His life for our sal- 
vation. 

7. During the Christmas vaca- 
tion set up decorations, Christmas 
tree, and place the figures in the 
Crib (except the Magi who are yet 
to come). When the children re 
turn to school make preparation 
for the real celebration of the Na- 
| tivity. Now is the time for Christ- 
|mas carols, now is the time to re- 
| joice, because now the Savior is 
| born. 
| 8 Plan a real Epiphany Feast! 
|—Begin during Advent to stress 
|the idea of preparation for Christ 
|\by prayer and penance. Tell the 
'children to dedicate Advent to this 
‘purpose by imitating the Wise 
|Men. They were Wise because they 


| prepared gifts for Christ. The chil- | 


gifts like the Wise Men. 

9. At the beginning of Advent, 
set up an empty stable in the class- 
room with only the figures of the 
animals in place. Remind the chil- 
dren that the stable in Bethlehem 
was just an ordinary, ill-smelling 
stable until Christ came to it. Then 
make three large cardboard crowns 
and place them near the stable, 
labeling them Gold, Frankincense 
and Myrrh respectively. Let the 
children prepare. their gifts of 
Gold, Frankincense and Myrrh 
during Advent. 

Their Gold will be the money 
they save by giving up candy, mo- 
vies, etc. and which can later be 
given to some poor family. 

The Frankincense will consist of 
the prayers, Masses and Commun- 
ions they offer the Christ-Child. 

Finally, the Myrrh will signify 
the physical sacrifices they make 
for Christ, such as giving up fun-

Plan for a ceremony in every 
classroom for the coming of the 
Magi to the Crib. Have three 
children bring up the Three Sta- 
tues to the Crib and set them in 
place. After them will come the 
children with their gifts of gold, 
frankincense and myrrh in separ- 
ate envelopes which they will de- 
posit in the proper crowns in front 
of the Crib. 

The afternoon can then fitting 
close with an Epiphany Party wi 
the distribution of gifts to the chil- 
dren such as formerly took place 
on the last day of school before 
the Christmas holidays. 

Gifts given on this day will also 
have real meaning because their 
giving will be an overflow of their 
gifts to the Christ-Child — indeed 
a wonderful expression of the 
truth of the Mystical Body of 
Christ, namely, giving gifts to 
Christ Himself and then to the 
Christ in our fellow men. 

Do not remove the Crib and 
Christmas decorations until Janu- 
ary 13th. Continue Christmas Car- 
ols until the Octave Day of the 
Epiphany for it is only then that 
the Church officially terminates 
the Chri Feast.

Movies And Their Advertising

Of the 279 American films 
reviewed by the Legion of 


Decency, 
only 120 or 43.01 per cent were 
classified as A-I or “morally un- 
objectionable for general patron- 
age.” 

The Legion found an additional 
101 films or 36.13 per cent “moral- 
ly unobjectionable for adults” or 
A-Il; 56 or 20.07 per cent were 
rated B or “morally objectionable 
in part for all”; two were classi- 
fied C or “condemned.” Bishop 
Scully noted that the number of 
offensive films in category B show- 
ed only a negligible decrease from 
the year before. 

Of the 73 foreign films re- 
viewed by the Legion of Decency, 
only 18 or 24.66 per cent were 
classified A-I; 26 or 35.62 per 
cent were found A-II; 22 or 30.14 

r cent were B, and seven or 
3 59 per cent were C. 

Bishop Scully pointed out that 
foreign c B fi showed an 
8 per cent decrease from the prev- 
ious year. But the C films showed 
an increase—seven last year as 
compared to three the year before. 

IN EXPRESSING their concern 
over the lowering of the decency 
standards in motion picture adver- 
tising, the Bishops also pointed to 
what they called an apparent in- 
difference of the authorities of the 
industry toward the trend or their 
inability to deal with it effective- 
ly.
